The  petals  are  long  and  deeply  fringed 
or  laciniated.  Row  after  row  of  these  long 
fringed  petals  overlap  each  other  in  a 
rather  irregular  fashion  and  build  up  a 
bloom  with  the  shaggy  appearance  of 
some  Chrysanthemums.  These  blooms  are 
of  great  grace  and  beauty,  sharply  con¬ 
trasting  with  the  rather  formal  appear¬ 
ance  of  varieties  such  as  "Orange  King,” 
etc. 

The  color  is  a  deep  orange  shading  to 
slightly  lighter  orange  in  the  center  of 
the  bloom,  giving  the  flower  a  delightful 
two-tone  effect.  Well  grown,  “Orange 
Shaggy”  has  long  stems  and  forms  plants 
about  1  8  inches  high.

Winner  of  a  gold  medal  and  holding 
third  place  in  the  list  of  All-American 
flower  seed  novelties  selected  by  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  the  American  Seed  Trade  Asso¬ 
ciation  last  fall,  a  strain  of  annual  Can¬ 
terbury  Bells,  developed  by  the  Waller- 
Franklin  Seed  Co.,  Guadalupe,  Cal.,  prom¬ 
ises  to  be  one  of  the  outstanding  offer¬ 
ings  of  the  season.  The  accompanying  il¬ 
lustration  gives  an  idea  of  the  flowers. 

These  Annual  Canterbury  Bells  bloom 
in  six  months  from  seed.  Unlike  the  bi¬ 
ennial  forms,  the  new  type  can  be  flow¬ 
ered  at  almost  any  time  of  the  year.  The 
selection  of  the  seed  has  gone  on  over 
many  years. 

Growing  two  to  two  and  one-half  feet 
tall,  the  plants  bear  six  to  eight  flower 
spikes  each.  The  colors  include  dark 
blue,  pink,  rose  and  white.  Since  the 
seeds  were  first  offered  to  the  trade,  the 
originators  have  found  that  plants  of  this 
strain  are  almost  continuous  bloomers, 
throwing  up  flower  spikes  even  after  they 
have  produced  a  crop  of  seed.

Its 
neat,  compact  habit  has  never  before  been  seen  in  Petunias. 

The  frilled  portion  of  the  flower  is  a  beautiful 
blush  pink  and  the  center  portion  is  strongly  veined  a  rich  wine  red  deepening 
in  the  throat,  to  dark  violet,  the  whole  forming  a  striking  contrast  of  colors.  The 
veining  is  so  unique  that  the  blooms  resemble  a  pelargonium.

DELPHINIUM 


As  every  grower  knows,  it  is  necessary  to 
keep  sowing  Delphiniums  each  year  to  maintain 
a  regular  supply  of  plants.  Old  plants  will 
give  a  fair  second  crop,  but  it  is  from  the 
seedlings  that  we  get  results  late  in  the  season. 
From  seeds  of  the  choice  hybrids  sown  in  Jan¬ 
uary  and  February  in  heat,  later  potted  off 
singly  and  planted  out  when  the  weather  be¬ 
comes  settled,  excellent  flower  spikes  are  pro¬ 
duced  from  early  August  onward.  Such  plants 
give  much  finer  spikes  than  are  seen  on  the 
second  crop  on  the  older  stock,  and  it  is  a 
simple  matter  to  dispose  of  a  large  proportion 
of  these  while  they  are  in  flower.  The  same 
holds  true  of  the  older  varieties  like  Bella¬ 
donna  and  Bellamosum,  while  Chinensis  is 
easily  flowered  in  a  few  months  from  the  seed 
and  may  be  treated  as  an  annual  or  biennial, 
being  really  not  a  true  perennial  at  all.  All  of 
these  Delphiniums  demand  a  well  drained  and 
sweetened  soil.  Bone  freely  used  is  an  excellent 
food  for  them.  Sprayings  of  Bordeaux  mixture 
with  nicotine  sulphate  and  soap  will  do  much 
toward  keeping  plants  clean;  this  is  especially 
true  of  the  choice  hybrids.
